Dominating the hoist area of the flag design is a sunburst pattern, modelled on the Rising Sun slouch hat badge of the Australian Army, B \hii, 
its sixteen major rays representing the six states and ten territories of the Commonwealth. Centred in the sunburst is a circular tableau 

depicting the Federation Star, the kangaroo, and the iconic sandstone outcropping called Uluru, the allegorical heart of Australia. 
Adding to the inclusive symbolism of the design are its colours, which have been rendered as graphic near-equivalents of the official 
Pantone values for the red and gold in the Australian Aboriginal Flag, the ochre in the Flag of the Northern Territory, the green in the 
Torres Strait Islander Flag, and the blue in the current national flag of Australia. The fly area of the design can readily accommodate 
the white stars of the Australian-style Southern Cross, as well as the various patterns and field colours that are required for all of the 
other flags and ensigns of the nation, as shown above. Shown at right is a possible version for use as a vertical banner or a pall. This 
design has been directly inspired by Tracey Mee’s 2018 doctoral thesis, “Australian National Identity: Somewhere between the flags?” 
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
